The miracle of the annihilation of space » at

Tbe Baltimore Patriot of 


Saturday afternoon contains the action of Coa- 
gress up to tbe moment of its goingfto press—re- 
ceived from Washington by,Magnetic f e 
Despatch. The Patriot says : 
Morse's Electro Magnetic Telegraph BOW con- 
nects between the Capitol at Washington and 
the .RaJIroad DepoUnJratt^tweenXJbaflee and 
Light-streets.Baitimore. The wires were hroogfn 
in yesterday from tbe outer depot and attached 
to the telegraphic apparatus ia;the third story 
room in the depot warehouse bay ding. The bat- 
teries were charged this morning, and the tele- 
graph put in fulr-operation, conveying inteWi- 
gence to and from the Capitol. A large maker 
of gentlemen were present to see the operation!: 
of this truly astonishing contrivance. Man*ad- 
mitted to the room had their name* sent aMwn, 
and in lesfthan a second the apparatus fa Balti- 
more was put in opeiatioo by tbe attendant in 
Washington, and before the lapse .olabaJf 
minute the same names were returned plainly 
written. At half-past 11 o'clock A. M. tbeqaee 
tion being asked here, "what the news w*» at 
Washington?" the answer was almost instaata- 
neously returned— 'Van Buren Stock ie rising,' 
—meaning of course that bis chances weft* 
strengthening to receive the nomination on Mon- 
day next. Trie time of day wu also eaqoitec 
lor, when the response was green from the Uapi- 
tol—"forty-niwhninutes past eleven*" At this 
period it was also asked DOW many persons were 
spectators to the telegraphic experimeate in 
Washington.'—the answer was "sixteen."
